LEND-LEASE ARMS 
AND EQUIPMENT ARE 
MOVING OVER SEAS 


MATERIAL FOR THREE- 
WAY INVASION SMASH AT 
EUROPE GO FORWARD 


WASHINGTON, 
May 
Lend-lease arms and equipment to 
power a three-way invasion smash 
at Europe are moving out of this 
country at a steadily growing speed, 
President Roosevelt told Congress 
today. 
"United Nations forces are now 
about to strike new and mightier 
blows 
at 
nazl-occupled 
Europe 


from offensive bases in the west, 
the south and the east," the Presi- 
dent said as he submitted the 
15th report on 
lend-lease 
opera- 


tions. 


"They are armed with the most 


powerful weapons that the com- 
bined resources and ingenuity of 
the United Nations can produce. 
x x x Through lend-lease we have 
made certain that every man In 
the forces of the other United Na- 
tions who goes Into battle beside 
an American fighting man 
has 
what he needs to hit the common 
enemy as hard as possible." 
The report shows $24,225,000,000 


worth of equipment, services and 
supplies have gone from this coun- 
try's 
lend-lease 
arsenal — nearly 


throe-fourths to Britain and Russia 
and much of it in recent months. 


China Being Helped, 


"China is being helped to the ut- 


most of our ability," Mr. Roosevelt 
said. But the report Itself shows 
the supplies being flown Into that 
country — already 
record-breaking 


in terms of air transport — are on- 
ly a trickle against the flood of 
equipment being massed before the 
nazi fronts. 


More than 1,000,000,000 in planes 


and parts, a like amount of guns 
and ammunition and almost that 
value in tanks and war vehicles 
have gone to the United Kingdom — 
three-fourths of them in the past 
year. British bombers are dump- 
ing American-made 
charges 
on 


Germany and American fighters 
roar up from the decks of British 
carriers. 


In the first BO days of 1944, the 


report shows, more than 2,100 lend- 
lease planes, almost 2,000 tanks and 
over 60,000 other military vehicles 
were sent to our allies, the bulk 
of them to Invasion dumps.

BERLIN DECLARES DECISIVE 
BATTLE OF EUROPEAN WAR DUE 
ALONG GERMANY'S WEST WALL

pean war, Berlin declares, will 
have to bo fought on the Gorman 
West Wall defenses of the Invasion 
zone, and "the real attack must 
come from the supply base and air- 
craft carrier, England." 


This assertion is made with a 


worried weather eye on the up-and 
doing allied offensive in Italy. 


The Gorman appraisal of the 


general situation—mado with tho 
Idea of reassuring a Jittery homt 
public—It's exactly accurate, since 
Hitler will be crushed by concert- 
ed allied action from west* south 
and east. 
However, It's true In 
the sense that we can't put the 
big squeeze on tho (ouhrcr until 
his formidable fortifications along 
the Invasion coast 
have 
been 


smashed and we have established 
ashore a great army headed for 
Berlin. 


There's no question of the abili- 


ty of the Western allies to set up 
* second front, and »ven th« O«r-' 


mans admit that this can be done. 
Still, while we refuse to consider 
the possibility of failure In such 
an oporatlon, it must be said hy- 
pothetlcally that If there were no 
Invasion of Western Europe tho 
war would drag on Interminably 
no matter how much striking pow- 
er the Russians might apply on 
the eastern front. 


It's equally true, of course, that 


an Invasion by the western allies 
would be long In knocking out the 
Germans If tho Red armies were 
not hammering the enemy on the 
eastern front. There must be pres- 
sure on both sides.

tatoes mature before digging them. 
Potatoes can he dug before thn 
tops die. but they should, be ma- 
ture If they arc to keep properly, 
states

Home Demlnstration Agent. To 
check maturity, press th> thumb 
against the skin of a few of the 
potatoes. If ths skin Is tough and 
does not break easily, ihe crop 
may be harvested. In areas where 
excessive rainfall has occurred a 
short time before harvest, water 
blisters 
(small 
elnvateJ 
white 


spots) are likely to form on the 
skin. 
Delay harvesting until the 
blisters have dried. If harvesting 
if 
done while tho 
potatoes 
are 


blistery or sappy, heavy losses by 
rotting may occur. 
Potatoes should not be handled 


like stacks of stovewood If they 
are to keep. A turning plow or a 
middle buster run 8 to 10 inches 
deep may bo used to ,-lig the crop. 
Separate all skinned or bruised po- 
tatoes from the good ones. 
Use 


the skinned ones first. 
If stor- 
age conditions arc right, the others 
will wait patiently for their turn 
on the table. Remember to handle 
them almost as carefully as you 
would an egg. As soon as the po- 
tatoes are dug, place them in the 
shade so they will not blister. 
Storage Place. 


A cool, well ventilated cellar Is 


satisfactory for 
potato 
storage, 


says Miss Williams, provided it 
has an overhear! vent that will al- 
low the warm air and moisture tc 
escape. 
The eioor and overhead 


vent should be opened at night 
and closed during the day to keep 
the Interior cool. 
If outbuildings 


or the area under tho fram 
are to be used for storage pur- 
poses, cross ventilation is essen- 
tial. If exposed to 'ight, potatoes 
will turn green which makes them 
undersirable 
for 
consumption. 


Avoid spreading thn potr.toes di- 
rectly on tho ground or floor. Pro- 
vide a slatted false floor with at 
least four inches or air space. Even 
willow poles or hay on which the 
potatoes are spread will wllow the 
air to completely circle each pota- 
to. Vcntillatlon picks up the mois- 
ture and keeps the notatces 
dry, 


which tends to reduce rot.
